In a way the question recalls the 
long struggle in the senate over the railroad 
rate bill, which finally was amended so as to 
permit carriers and shippers to appeal from 
the decision of the interstate commerce com- 
mission. - 

If the Beveridge amendment were passed 
in its present form it is contended that an 
inspector might attempt to prevent a pack- 
ing house from engaging in interstate com- 
merce because of inganitary conditions. The 
effect would be to ruin the business of the 
offending packer, for, in effect, it would be 
taking private property without just com- 
peneation and without due process of law. 
The Beveridge amendment cleverly en- 
deavors to avoid this constitutional prohibi- 
tion by forbidding any railroad or other car- 
rier to receive meat or food products for in- 
terstate transportation unless marked in- 
spected and passed by the government in- 
spector. 

Power of Federal Government. 


It has been pretty well settiel by the Su- 
preme court decisions that the federal gov- 


ucts in course of manufacture, even though 
it is reasonably certain that a portion or 
perhaps all of those products are intended 
for interstate trade. 

The decision of the Supreme court in the 
sugar case held that the federal government 
could exercise jurisdiction only over sugar 
actually in transportation to another state 
from that in which it was produced. Some 
time ako a government inspector at St. Louis 
had a packer indicted for attempted bribery. 

The courts held the packer could not be 
prosecuted because the federal government 
had no jurisdiction over the packing house 
but only over the products in course of trans- 
portation. 

It is evident there are important points 
which the lawyers of the two houses must 
settle in order to obtain legislation that will 
stand judicial test. Senator Proctor of Ver- 
mont, who is chairman of the agricultural 
committee of the senate, sald today that the 
Beveridge amendment was passed as an 
emergency measure. 

“ We fully expected,“ he continued, that 
the house would grant hearings and make 
such changes as justice to the packers and 
the interests of the people demanded. The 
senate acted hastily because it believed there 
should be legislation of the kind proposed by 
the president. It is now for the house to 
modify the amendment so it will be satis- 
factory to ail concerned.“ 

As Senator Proctor will be the leading sen- 
ate conferee, his admission means that the 
senate will yield material points in order to 
reach an agreement with the house. Senator 
Proctor’s views are known in the house, he 
having talked with a number of the leaders 


of that body. 


Wadsworth Leads Opposition. 


Representative Wadsworth continues to 
oppose the Beveridge amendment in apite of 
the interview he had today with the president 
and Mr. Neill and his reading of the report of 
the Neill and Reynolds commission. _ Mr.

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Andrew C. Fields Makes a Cleat 
Breast to the Grand Jury. 


HOW HE.GOT $100,000 A YEAR 


Three Former Officers and Two Trus- 
tees Said to Be in Deal.

New York, May 28.—[Special.]—Andrew C. 

Fields, the Mutual Life’s former legislative 

agent and superintendent of supplies, today 

before the special grand jury which is in- 

vestigating the insurance cases, made a clean 

breast of the scandal in the Mutual’s supply 

department. 

Fields’ examination practically was con- 

fined to the extraordinary relations which | 
existed between the company’s supply de- 
partment, of which he was the head, andthe | 
stationery concern of Lysander W. Lawrence. 

It was from-Lewrence that Fields got about 


the men who rendered legislative and polit- 
lea, fayors to the Mutual and its chief of- 
ficers. Lawrence got the monéy which he 
paid to Fields from the Mutual Life by pad- 
ding his bills on the company for printing 
and stationery. ) : 


Tracing the Bogus Bills. 

Fields O. K’d. the bogus blies sent in by 
Lawrence. Vice President Walter R. Gil- 
lette, who was formerly Richard A..McCur- 
édy’s private physician, passed upon them 
after they had received Fields’ O. K. From 
Dr. Gillette they went along to the commit- | 
tee on expenditures, whose members, Robert 
Olyphaiit, James C. Holden, and Charles E. 
Miller also officially sanctioned them. | 

When Fields was asked who instructed him 
to O. K. bogus bills for stationery and print- 
ing and collect the excess money from Law- 
rence he named several former executive 
officers of the company. One of these named, 
it is said, was Richard A. McCurdy, former 
president of the Mutual Life, who is now 
in Paris. 

As a result of Mr. Field's testimony it is 
understood at least three officers of the 
Mutual Life under the old régime, and possl- 
bly two of the trustees, are seriously im- 
plicated in what took place in the supply 
department. 


After the Men “Higher Up.” 
District Attorney Jerome didn't question 
Fielde about any legislative payments, but 
confined himself to getting evidence which 
will place directly the responsibility for the 
hidden system which yielded Fields the 
money with which he was able to supervise 
legislation at Albany and other capitals. 
Today was Fields’ first appearance before 
any body with authority singe the ingurance 
scandals began. The Armstrong investigat- 
ing committee wasn’t able to find him. He 
came to the Criminal Court building in a 
closed cab soon after the special grand jury 
went into seasion at 2 o'clock. He had come 
directly from his home in Asbury Park. 
With him was his physician, Dr. Johnson of 
Asbury Park; his son Clarence, and his law- 
yer. Fields walked on crutches and had to 
be helped into the special grand jury room, 
He was before the jury only thirty minutes, 
and left immediately for home. 


Clerk Gives Clew to Fraud. 
While Fields was giving up to District At- 
torney Jerome it became known that the 
management of the Mutual Life had obtained 
a full confession from a clerk in the supply 
department explaining the disappearance of 
important records from that department last 
July. The clerk admitted he took the rec- 
ords and said Dr. Walter R. Gillette, then vice

The clerk thereupon went down to the 
supply department and began to grab all 
the important account books in sight. These 
consisted largely of journals and ledgers, 
which would show the distribution of sup- 
plies which were bought from the Lawrence 
and other concerns.

A number of physicians, business men, 
and clergymen met at the Union restaurant 
last night and organised The Chicago So- 
ciety of Social Hygiene, for the purpose of 
combating systematically the social evils 
of Chicago.

Two policemen imperlled their lives last 
night to save from suicide Mrs. Florence 
Kerner, aged 25, 280 Superior street, when 
the woman lay unconecious in a gas filled 
room in her.home.

The letter is as follows: 

I hope everybody is satisfied. Forgive me and 
good-by. I shall never worry anybody any more. 
Give everything to mamma. She can use her own 
judgement with the exception of one of my dia- 
monds. I want my husband, Mert Kerner, to have 
it. The rest of my jewelry is to go to my child and 


mamma. 

Mre. Kerner has not been living with her 
husband, who is a barber at Wabash avenue 
and Harrison street. The separation is said 
to have occurred two years ago, the hus- 
band taking their child, Chester, § years old, 
to the home of his parents. 

“JT am tired of this life,“ Mrs. Kerner is 
said to have often repeated to friends.

offer of $25,000, conditional on the college 
raising $7,500 additional. His letter discusses 
at length the policy of accepting gifte from 
“tainted” sources and takes positive 
grounds against accepting money from such 
men as Carnegie and Rockefeller. 

Judge Thompson's resignation was ge- 
cepted. In his letter to President Harker he 
gays: 

That this question is worthy of the se- 
rious consideration of all must be apparent 
when we find the president of the United 
States. calling the attention of the people in 
a public manner to the lawless methods of 
Mr. Rockefeller and urging that proceedings 
be instituted against the Standard Oj! com- 
pany to check the wrongs and outrages at- 
tendant upon such practices. And it will not 
be overlooked that Mr. Carnegie’s steel 
trust is of the same class of law breakers. 


‘Moral Injury Too Great. 


“Such men may continue to build great 
fortunes under such methods and they prob- 
ably will find colleges and universities ready 
and willing to accept their/favors and in con- 
sideration therefor such institutions ere ex- 
pected to hail them and memorialize them as 
great public benefactors, and overlook the 
important fact that the injury thus done 
to the moral sense vastly outweighs the sup- 
posed benefits arising therefrom. - 

„Educational institutions more than all 
others, not even excepting the churches; 
should resent the efforts of rich monopolists 
to have their names fixed on the impression- 
able minds of the youth as being worthy of 
rememberance for great deeds of philan+ 
thropy. The evil effects which will flow from 
the association of the names of such men as 
Carnegie and Rockefeller with our schools 
and colleges may be looked for when the stu- 
dents who have beer taught to sound their 
praises and applaud their generosity seek in 
after years to emulate their example. 


Stifies Ideals of Student. 


Its immediate effect is upon the conscience 
of the student. He sees the triumph of an 
unworthy man solely through the force of 
money and beholds good people rendering 
homage and bowing at his golden shrine. 
At first he finds it dificult to reconcile such 
facts and circumstances with his ideas of 
natural justice and morality, but the prob- 
able danger is that later he will accept the 
too common bellef that money, however ob- 
tained, will bring to its possessor both honor 
and respect. 

A college that assumes to develop the

It 
was urged at first against the oll amendment 
that it would be impossible for the Standard 
Oil company to réceiye the product of inde- 
pendent producers or refiners, because it 
would be impossible to distinguish the prop- 
erty belonging to different owners. Subse- 
quent investigation has shown, however, it 
is not at all necessary to draw any such dis- 
tinctions. Most of the states provide for a 
system of grain elevators in which the grain 
of any particular producer is received and 
graded and a receipt given. The identity of 
the grain is lost the minute it ts delivered 
to the elevator, but the owner receives the 
full equivalent of the receipt and the same 
thing could be done in regard to the oil busi- 
ness. 

As the section 1 to be left in the bill, there - 
tore it probably will require the Standard 
or any other pipe line company to receive 
and transport the oil of all comers at specified 
rates, duly published, giving a receipt for a 
certain amount and quality, payable in kind 
at the point of delivery. 


As to Sleeping Cars. 

Thus far the indications are that the house 
and senate will agree on the modification both 
of the Elkins and Lodge amendments, and 
the first real fight will be on the sleeping 
ear and express companies, with the Pullman 
people making more impression than Sena- 
tor Platt’s individual trust. There is a gen- 
eral sentiment that the Pullman company 
has not been particularly disagreeable in its 
treatment of the public. It has furnished 
splendid accommodations which are dis- 
tinctly in the nature of a luxury and for 
which people are glad to pay, provided only 
they receive an equivalent for their money. 

The sentiment both in the house and sen- 
ate is that the sleeping car companies ought 
to be under the control of the interstate com- 
merce commission as a matter of prudence, 
because otherwise the railroads might use 
the sleeping cars as a means of evading the 
interstate commerce law. In fact, it is said 
if the sleeping car section ig added to the 
bill it may have an important bearing on 
the limited trains between Chicago and New 
York, because in those cases the Pullman 
service is supposed to bear the brunt of the 
extra charge. 

There is 4 paragraph in the senate draft 
of the bill which reads: 

“Tt shall be the duty of carriers engaged 
in interstate commerce to give equally good 
service and accommodation to all persons 
paying the same compensation for the inter- 
state transportation of passengers.“ 

The colored people in the south thought 
this paragraph would abolish the “Jim 
Crow ears, while the colored people in the 
north thought it was preliminary to the in- 
troduction of the color line In passenger 
transportation. Curleusly enough Senator 
Tillman of South Carolina is vehement in his 
support of this particular paragraph, ard 
says he will not permit it to go our of the 
bill without a hard fight in the senate.

Draws Up an Answer to 
All the Charges. 


THINKS ACCUSER MISLED, 
Says Many Accusations Are 
Founded on Ignorance of 
Conditions. 


Aroused by recent sensational charges 
against the packers, emanating from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, the president’s commission, 
and Upton Sinclair, the author, a repre- 
sentative of one of the large packing houses 
of Chicago yeeterday, for the first time, 


| undertook their defense. 


The charges which have appeared in dis- 
patches from Washington were taken up 
in detail by an official of Armour & Co., but 
said he spoke for all the other iarge houses. 
He denied practically all the accusations, 
Dome, he explained, were founded on ig- 
norance, and in others he found material for 
amusement. 

The only other person who would defend 
the packers yesterday was Health Commis- 
sioner Whalen. He said that he visited the 
yards last week and found conditions much 
improved.” He said that the stockpens had 
been paved—which is an old story. He also 
wald that his inspectors had told him the 
packers hadn't tinned any spoiled meat for 
the last six months. 

Packers’ Answers to Charges. 

The charges and their defense, from the 
representative of Armour & Co., are as 
follows: 

Charge—I saw one of the trust’s employés 
doctoring a spoiled ham in a cellar of one of 
the packing houses. The stench that arose 
from the ham was overpowering. The man 
was working a pump with one foot. At- 
tached to the pump was a tube, on the end 
of which was a big hollow needle. He would 
jab the needle into the ham and then pump it 
* of chemical to take away the dreadful 
Odor. 

Answer—He was preserving the ham. 
There was no odor, In preserving ham with 
the saltpeter mixture employed—curing It, 
some call it—it is impossible to distribyte the 
preservative equally without using a needle. 

Charge—Dyes and coloring matter which 
give to sausages the smoke color of com- 
merce and bring back tainted meat to its 
original hue are openly advertised. There 
is a stuff called bull meat powder” and 
„gero preservative.” These are to be ground 
up with sausage meat and tinned ham- 
burger steak. 

Answer—Of course I have seen the adver- 
tisements of these preservatives in trade 
journals, but we don’t use them. What is 
the use of our using preservatives when we 
have cold storage warehouses and refrig- 
erator cars? The only hamburger steak we 
make is a ham hamburger. It may be col- 
ored by the butchers. 


Decomposed Meat Would Explode. 


Charge—Decomposed meat is canned. 

Answer—lIf it was the cane would explode. 
They d go off like a cannon. Even if the meat 
were spoiled only slightly the process of de- 
composition would go on in the can. Gases 
would generate and the can would blow up. 

Charge—Skinned hams, which are supposed 
to be a special product, are only the hams of 
old hogs with skins so thick and tough that 
no one will buy them. The skin is removed 


and ground up with spices and potatoes and 


called headcheese. 

Anewer—Whoever heard of an old hog? No 
one keeps a hog more than eight or nine 
months, The farmer would be out of pocket. 
We don't make headcheese. 

Charge— There is no such thing as stopping 
a sausage machine when one of the oper- 
‘ators loses a finger ora hand. The member 
goes in human flesh and cemes out saysage. 

Answer—wW hoever made that charge never 
saw a sausage machine, The machine con- 
sista of a large circular table. Suspended 
above it are a number of heavy knives, semi- 
circular in shape. The whole thing ie a good 
deal like the old fashioned chopping bow! on 
‘a large scale. Any one of those knives can be 
stopped instantly. The workman pushes the 
meat under the knives with a paddle. I never 
heard of an operator losing a finger. 


Fate of Condemned Cattle. 

Charge--Condemned cattle are manufac- 
tured into food at the Standard slaughter 
house, 

Answer—All cattle condemned on the hoof 
are placed in quarantine at the Standard 
slaughter house for the owner or his agent. 
The Standard slaughter house is outside the 
yards, and it is operated by e Live Stock 
exchange. The condemned cattle are in cus- 
tody of inspectors of the United States, of the 
state of Illinois, and of the City of Chicago. 
They are slaughtered under the supervision 
of the three sets of inspectors and Secretary 
Baker of the Chicago Live Stock exchange. 
Then the carcasses are further examined, 
and, if the progress of the disease has been 
arrested they are sold for the. account of 
the owners. If they are unfit for food they 
are tanked. 

Charge—Some of the slaughtering floors in 
the old buildings are 80 old that the blood 
and offal drip through, falling on meat being 
packed below. 

Answer—The slaughtering floors in our 
plants are concreté, granitoid, asphalt, or 
composition. 

Charge—Meat is dropped on the floor where 
workmen. have expectorated. 

Answer—Not in our plant nor in any of 
the other big plants. 


FILIPINO WAR TARIFF VOID, 
COURT SAYS SECOND TIME. 


Decision That $4,000,000 Duties Were 
Illegally Collected Under Executive 
Order Repeated by High Tribunal. 


Washington, D. C., May 28.—The Supreme 
court today reiterated its decision of last 
term holding illegal the collection of tariff 
duties on goods imported into the Philippines 
under the executive order of July 12, 1898. 

This was the second decision in these cases 
which have become famous because of the 
determined effort of the government to se- 
cure a reversal of the court by itself. The 
cases involved the right to collect a duty 
upon imports into the Philippine islands from 
the United States between April 11, 1899, the 
date of the ratification of the treaty of peace 
with Spain, and Oct, 25, 1901, when congress 

ssed an act providing a civil government 


for the Philippines. 
Suit Involves $4,000,000. 


The collections were made under the exec- 
uttre order of July 12. 1888, authorizing the 
levy of tariff duties as a military contribu- 
tion. The sum involved is about §4,000,000, 
all of which has been paid into the Philippine 
treasury. 

Other Decisions Rendered. 

Justices White and McKenna dissented. 
The former had assented to the decision 
against the government when the case was 
formerly before the court, but he said today 
that in doing so he had erred. 

The Supreme court today decided favorably 
to the state the case of the New York Central 
railroad company against N. L. Miller, con- 
troller of the state of New York, involving 
the New York state law imposing a franchise 
tax on railroad property in that state. 

In the Supreme court today Justice Mc- 
Kenna handed down a decision in the cases of 
the United States against the American 
Sugar Refining company and the Franklin 
Sugar Refining company against the United 
States, holding that the reciprocity treaty 
between the United States and Ciba went 
into effect D Dec. 27, 1908.

Doesn’t Want Inspection. 
Secretary Wilson then went to the appro- 
committee. He was unsuccessful 
there because of the attitude of Mr. Wade 
Worth.

One of the features 
of the Beveridge amendment is that the in- 
spectore may have access during the night 
time, as well as the day time, to any par“ 
of the packing establishment. Without men 
to do the work this provision would sn bea e 
dead letter. 


Explains President’s Views. 


After Senator Carter left the White house 
today he made this explanation of the presi- 
dent attitude, presumably with authority: 

“The meat Inspection amendment,” he 
said, “has met with the opposition of the 
packers and their friends, who seem to be 
bending every effort to defeat it. The presi- 
dent. says if the amendment is enacted into 
law he will be content to remedy the evils 
complained of through the law. 

I, however, the amendment ts defeated 
he will feel constrained in the discharge of 
Lis official duty to the public to send to con- 
gress the reports in his possession relating to 
the abuses existing in the packing houses. He 
feels it is better to refrain from making the 
reports public. Not through any regard for 
the beet packers, particularly, but because 
an offictal statement of the facts would injure 
the stock raisers of the country, thus making 
them innocent victims of a line of abuses for 
which théy were not primarily in any sense 
responsible. 

“The only answer that can be made to con- 
sumers of our meats at home and abroad will 
be the enactment of a law through which an 
efficient and sufficient inspection shall be 
made. i 

Packers Keep Wires Hot. 

The president and members of the senate 
“and house received telegrams today from 
packert in Chicago, Kansas City, Omaha. 
Denver, and St. Louis, urging modifications 
of the Beveridge amendment. Senators and 
representatives who are in sympathy ‘with 
the packing interests estimate that if the 
amendment de enacted into law ,it will cost 
the cattle producers of the country a billion 
@ollars, They base this estimate upon their 
belief that the expense of the inspection and 
the consequent restriction of business in the 
end would be assessed against the producers. 

The agricultural appropriation bill, with 
the amendment, reached the house today 
and went automatically to the house com- 
mittee gp agriculture. 

Messrs, Neill and Reynolds were in con- 
ference tonight with the president consid- 
ering the changes in the amendment which 
had been suggested. The president made it 
clear he cares nothing for the details of the 
legislation. All he wants Is a legal inspec- 
tion which will insure the sale of pure meats 
and meat products to the people. 


GETS A CHECK ON “SAND BANK.” 


| Magistrate Unable to Realize Cash and 
Seeks Indictment of Man Whe 
Drew it. 


Unable to cash a check drawn on the 
“ Wilmington Sand bank,“ Justice Goodrich 
appealed to Assistant State’s Attorney Zo- 
lotkopf yesterday to secure the indictment 
of George Sagsteter, who had given him the 
check. According to the story eld to the 
assistant state’s attorney Justice: Goodrich 
issued & warrant charging Sagsteter with 
Assault and battery. Later Sagsteter ap- 
peared and seemed pleased to have the case 
against him settled by the payment of the 
coste—$15. A check on the Wiimington 
State bank was offered in payment and was 
accepted by the justice, but in attempting 
to cash the check Goodrich discovered that 
the word sand had been substituted for 
the word state.“ The cashier referred him 
to Indiana.

CAMPION’S REMOVAL. - | | 
Mayor Dunne has made. public his rea- 
sons for the summary removal of Fire 
Marshal Campion. It rests with the coun- 
cil to consider those reasons carefully. If 
two-thirds of the aldermen shall be of the 
opinion that the reasous are inadeqnate 
they can put Campion back as marshal.

Consideration 
should have been given to his record, and 
if the mayor felt it was his duty to re- 
move Campion he should have consulted 
men whose opinions were worth taking as 
to the person to be pnt temporarily in 
charge of the department. The mayor as- 
sumes a grave responsibility in passing by 
the men who stood next in rank to Cam- 
pion and selecting the one he did.

Among such methods, and a nat- 
ura! and integral part of them, must be 
the training of teachers to give the most 
satisfactory instruction. 


CLEARING THE FIELD. | 

The unified ‘Chicago railway bids fair 
to be an improvement on the Union Trac- 
tion company. It represents the serious 
attempt on the part of the holders of the 
securities of the Union Traction and un- 
derlying companies to settle their differ- 
ences, save what they can from the wreck, 
and put themselves in a position where 
they can treat with the city as to the con- 
flitions on which they shall be permitted 
to provide better traction service for the 
public. After the conflicting interests shall 
have made peace among themselves and 
got their properties out of the hands of 
the receivers it will be easy for them to 
raise what money is needed for recon- 
struction. 

Tue appearance upon the scene of the 
unified Chicago. railway does not imply an 
immediate agreement with the city as to 
the terms on which the lines shall be re- 
habilitated. There may be protracted ne- 
gotiations. . While the traction interests 
will not be so superior and unyielding as 
they were when they had a ninety-nine 
year franchise to depend on they will try 
to make the best bargain with the city 
they can. As they are in possession and 
are collecting the nickels they may be in 
no great haste to take in hand the work 
of reconstruction. They may prefer to let 
matters drag along for a time. 

The experiment of doing without the 
tunnels and throwing all the traffic on the 
‘bridges has yet to be tried: It may not 
work satisfactotily, in spite of the electri- 
fication ot the ¢able lines. There may be

It took place while he was governor of 
Fingland’s possessions in the Pacific, with 
headquarters at Suva, the capital of Fiji. 
The Syria, with a shipload of coolles on 
board, hed struck on a rock at some distance 
from Suva. The only way by which the ves- 
sel, which was stuck on a reef at the foot of 
a precipice and being pounded to pieces by 
the surf, could be reached was by means of 
ropes to a ledge, against which one of the 
masts of the ship rested now and again for 

a few minutes. 

Again and again Sir Willlam made the 
perilous journey to and from the wreck, with 
either a man or a woman on his back, and 
scmetimes with a child, held by ſts clothes 
between his teeth, in addition thereto. 

The greatest tax on his strength, however, 
wes in connection with the rescue from the 
wreck of a white woman who had got at 
the spirits, was mad with drink, and had 
fallen overboard. The captain of the ship 
and a police officer, who had gone after her, 
were being swept out to sea. Sir William 
caused himeelf to be let down the face of the 
cliff into the surf by a rope, caught the knot 
of the woman's hair in his teeth, and with his 
hands seized hold of the two men, dragging 
sil three through to safety. 

Then he wrote his report of the disaster 
and of the rescue. Several of those who had 
taken part in the latter received, on his 
recommendation, the Royal Humane so- 
clety’s medal. But as there was no mention 
in Sir William's report of his own services, 
or, in fact, of his having been on the scene 
at all, it was not until much later that the 
matter was brought to the attention of the 
government, and by the latter to the notice 
ok the queen, who, as stated above, con- 
ferred upon Sir William the Albert medal. 

Sir William is a Scotch physician, hailing 
from Glasgow, and after holding for a time 
the position of resident physician and of 
superintendent of the Royal Lunatic asylum 
at Aberdeen, he managed to secure an ap- 
pointment as chief medical officer at the 


Seychelles islands, whence he was trans- 


ferred in a similar capacity to Mauritius, and 
alsc given control of the government lunatic 
asylum there. Promoted to the post of chief 


rueBical officer of the Fiji islands, he in course 


of time became governor of the colony and 
high commissiower of England's possessions 
in the Pacific. 3

It 
may We remembered that the empress was 
jvst recovering from an attack of influenza 
at the time, and in consequence it was 
Princess Frederick Charles who accompanied 
the bride on the occasion of her state entry 
into Berlin on the day before the marriage.

and a daughter, the duchess of Connaught. 
lier two other daughters, Elizabeth, wife of 
the grand duke of Oldenburg, and Marie, 
married to Prince Henry of the Netherlands, 
have predeceased her.

Austen Chamberlain, who fs now 43 years 
of age, and therefore no longer in the first 
bloom of youth, received his education at 
Rugby and at Trinity college, Cambridge, 
completing it at Paris and Berlin, at which 
latter place he was admitted to the intimacy 
of old Prince Bismarck, being treated, indeed, 
as a member of the old chancellor's family. 
Since entering political life he has been in 
turr civil lord of the admiralty, financial 
secretary of the treasury—a post which car- 
ries with it the dispensation of most of the 
official patronage—postmaster general, and 
chancellor of the exchequer. In the house of 
commons Austen Chamberlain and his 
father. who have the same mannerisms, and 
who resemble €&ch other to an extraor- 
dinary degree, are accustomed always to 
refer to each other when speaking as my 
right honorable friend.”

three crowns surrounded by a ribbon pn 
which were the words, “ At the Three Crowns 


‘An the Strand.” And many another house 


did the same, but not until these modern 
days of extensive advertising was the value 
of the old devices fully appreciated. 

Quite ae interesting to us as any. historical 
‘emblems that we see, however, are the com- 
mon, everyday signs which we find every- 
where and which startle us by their pecu- 
arity. We are amazed to read upon a den- 
tist’s window: “ Teeth sealed and stopped.“ 
We are puzzled at first by this announce- 
ment of an intelligence office: ‘* Stopgaps 
supplied at a moment’s notice,“ and by a 
shoe store advertisement which urges us to 
buy gaiters, goloshes, and elogs. 

Our mental thermometer rises invariably 
in response to the hopeful assurance of the 
signs which at this season one sees every- 
where on vacant houses: To be let.” Our 
syrapathles are awakened by the confession 
of the craftsman who- confides to the public 
that he isa bellhanger, electric and crank. 
Another placard has at first a cannibalistic 
flavor: Colchester natives 2s; Scotch na- 
tives, 1.6; and Relaid Americans, 1s.” We 
are relieved to find that oysters are referréd 
to and that the firet named is considered su- 
perfor because it is the bivalve copper king. 

We perceive that a barber shop is.some- 


timés called a Tollet Club,“ and that a 


common euphemism for a second rate doard- 
ing house is a. residence where “ paying 
guests are “entertained "’ in ” bed sitting 
rooms.” But these incidents are nothing to 
the surprises offered us by the bill of fare. 
We eat consommé as gravy soup mutton 
chops as “ grilled bones,” and roast. beef as 
a “hot joint.” And 80 on down an inter- 
minable Hst of British oddities of nomenclie- 
ture which keep us in good humor all the 
day even when the weather is uncertain, as 
now, for instance, when it rains and then 
stops, and your heart grows bold, and you 
spoil your hat. 

So we start out between showers for our 
intended journey up the river. The weather 
will certainly clear before we reach Kew 
gardens, There are always compensations 
fora rainy day anyhow, especially in London, 
where the air is washed clean of its sooty 
burden, so that the sun shines more brightly 
afterward and at night the lights shine 
farther. 

We pass by Charing Cross as we drive to- 
ward Whitehall. Today the place is a name 
merely, nothing more. Long ago there was 
‘a village here and im it stood a Gothic cross, 
one of the nine which Edward I. é¢rected to 


| mark the spot where the corpse of his be- 


loved Queen Eleanor rested on ite way to 
Westminster. For nearly four hundred years 
the cross stood, and then was removed. by 
order of parliament because of supereti- 
tions which had attached themselves to the 
place in the popular mind. The statue of 
Charles I. which is here erected may. justiy 
be called the legal center of London, for it 
is from here that the cab fares of London 
are computed, and the registrar general and 
commissioner of police describe their circles 
from this point. 

As we enter Whitehall the view is superb. 
Before us on both sides of the road Are pala- 
tial masses of architecture. Across the street: 
from the old quarters of the great Scotland 
Yards, which are on our left, is the admi- 
ralty. Herein we recall Nelson and Well- 
ington met for the only time, and that for a 
few minutes @nly, before the former started 
on that last voyage which ended at Trafalgar. 
We cometo the Horse Guards and admire the 
dignity of the plumed member of the Horse 
Guards blue, who looks HMHke a tinted eques- 
trian statue under the arch of the doorway. 

These Horse Guards are the héadquar- 
ters of the British army. They take their 
name from the household troops always on 
duty here. The site of the place is that 
of the ancient tilt yard of Westminster, 
which was so renowned for its jousts during 
the Tudor reign. Sir Philip Sidney used 
to tilt here, the earl of Leicester, too, and 
that brave old Sir Henry Lee who is cele- 
brated in British history for having lived 
eighty years and served five English mon- 
archs. 

Opposite to the Horse Guarde is thé White- 
hall banqueting hall, out of the window of 
which Charles I. stepped to the scaffaid. To- 
day it is in the possession of the United Royal 
Service commission, having been given over 
to it by Queen Victoria. Any one who 
wears a sailor’s blue jacket or a soldier’s 
uniform is admitted free to. its important 
naval and military brary and museum. 

We glance down Richmond terrace, lined 
with handsome edifices, pass by the govern- 
ment offices through what is known as “ the 
principal avenue in London,” and gome to 
an intersection of four roads, which formes 
the center of the group of importany build- 
ings. Beyond the spacious quadrangle of New 
Palace yard, on opr left, are Westminster 
hall and the houses of parliament. In the 
former; building, which is now the entrance 
of the latter, the first English parliament 
sat. It has been, besides, the stene of
